Among phenerogamgus thore are more uscless and 
hurtful species than wseful ones. ‘Tho most injurious- 
is the Poison Ivy (Rhitgtoxicodendron L, and R, radi- 
cans L.) both should bė considered as ono and tho same 
species, the oaly difference being that individual spe- 
cimens growing near a tree are climbers, whilo those 
that cannot reach a support cannot climb, and so stand 
erect. This plant shuld be shown and deseribed to 
children in the. commion school, as it is often con- 
founded with'vory. different plants, as tho Virginia 
Creeper (vitis quinquefolia), the vitis undivisa—Wild 
—and the Smilax rotundifolia and others, This Poi 
son lyy isa very: dangerous plant. In the Kansas 
Farmer, of Oot 31, 1877, Thad an article aboutit and 
gave thé.remedy, ~The common (vulgar) way of call- 
ing a dozen different plants by the samo name, or giv- 
ing a déeeir Aifforoat names to the same plant is very 
obnoxious? People should know specially the potson 
ous plattan, D sawia family poisoned and tie father 
dying {njconsequence, of the ignorance of this differ- 
ence on ‘therpart’of: the wife who prepared a salad 
with coléhicuny ditumny ls loaves which she mistook for 
another’ plant, 

Several Kansas phenerogamous aro very pretty, and 
should be cultivated as ornamental, 

Thero is a plant of great Leauty, appearing as n 
golden bunch, from its innumerable shining yellow 
flowers that bloom all summer in spite of the poorest 
soil and the severest drouth, Itis a Coreopsis, not do. 
scribed in Wood’s book, It was introduced into my 
garden, I do not-know how, and it is not indigenous 


here. It isa splendid acquisition for the flower gar- 
den. I keep a supply of the eced for market, $ 


Mosses aro the most interesting productions of the 
vegetable kingdom for the naturalist. Seen under a 
suitable magnifier their organs and toxturo are really 
admirable and wonderful. The savarts who surveyed 
this country declared that thera was but one or two 
species of mosses, and some say there are none, <As I 
have no more reverence for the dirit magrster than I 
have for popular opinion 1 was not satisfied with this 
verdict, and-in 1885 I began to explore the surround- 
ings ot Salina to know for myself how it was about 
the Cryology of middle Kansas olaimed to be desti- 
tute of mosses, Tho reader will please nute tho fact 
that I am 73 years old, aftlicted with rheumatism, with 
very poor cyesight, and that I am ono of the “ignor- 
ants? mentioned by the “most learned and best in- 
spired.” In the summer of 1886 I gent wy first bunch 
of specimens collected in Grocley and Walnut town- 
ships tothe Washburn College laboratory, of ‘Topeka 
Kan., which reported my contribution as follows, in 
her last Bulletin: 

“For the material upon which the Report is based 
tho Survey is chiefly indebted to a man whose love of 
nature is still warin, though his locks are whitened by 
tho snows of three score and ten winters, and whose 
eyes, though time has east a shadow on their earlier 
powers, have not yet forgotten low to diligently dis. 
cover tho stores of nature’s hidden wealth—Joseph 
Henry, ot Salina, Kan. 

“It isa common belief that eentral Kansas, if not 
actually destitute of those indices of rain, at least givs 
place and that grudgingly to but one or two species of 
the mosses, struggling stragglers in a thirsty land, 
While it is plain from the specimens submitted that 
these results of Mr, Henry's diligence abundantly 
demonstrate the fallacy of the popular lackadaisical rere 
dict.” : 

My first contribution to the Cryological Flora of 


Kansas was thirty-three never before reported from 
Saline Co. Among them were eighteen new for the

So far as wo know, ours is the first case west of gho 


Missouri river in which editors and publishers haye 
been prosecuted under what are known as tho Com- 
stock Postal Laws. 


These laws mark a comparatively 
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new 'departuro'in Gongrësstonal legismtions™ Professi a 


edly they aro designed to pravent tho sending thru’ 
tho U.S. Mail, books, papers, pictures, ete, of a lawd, 
lascivious or corrupting tendency, But judging from 
tho prosecutions under these laws, the most notable of 
which werethose of D, M. Bennett, editor of the Trath 


Seeker, New York, and of FE, 1L Heywood, editor of 
Tho Word, Princeton, Mass., one chief object of the 


Society at whose instigation theso laws were enacted, 
isto suppress tho publication and dissemination of 
freethought literature. . 

Now, as briefly as maybe, we wish to say that while 
wo freely admit that thero are many bouks and pict- 
ures printed that are of n baso and demoralizing ten- 
denoy—printed for tho express purposa of making 
money by supplying, and even creating, a demand for 
shat which excites animality, or what is known ag 
lustful desires--while freely admitting all this we ara 
most profoundly convinced that all attempts to suje 
press such publications by excluding them from tho 
publio mall, aro wrong in principle, un-American and 
unconstitutional, 

Admitting that a wiso use of such laws might be 
beneficial in many cases does not justify their enact- 
ment, for the same may be said of nearly every despot- 
icand invasive law that has ever been enacted, The 
publication of what are called lewd and lascivious lit- 
erature and picturesis not a crime im the nature of 
things. No one iseompelled to buy and read unless 
he wishes todo so, and under a government of equal 
rights every man and woman is supposed to havo the 
right to choose for himself and for herself what kind 
of books and pictures he or she shall read or look at 

Vicious reading and vicious pictures may leal to 
the commission of crime, but until actual crime is com- 
mitted no interferenco with the rights of persons can 
he tolerated by a peoplo claiming to be "treo and 
equal.” Under n despotic or paternalistic form of 
government such supervisory statutes would bo proper 
and legitimate, Lut not under a government where ov- 
ery citizen is supposed to be a sovereign, 

These principles apply to all laws and regulations 
by state and municipalities, but especially do they ap- 
ply to laws regulating the U. S. Mail. If anywhere 
the citizen should be allowed equal rights and privi- 
leges it should bu in the common vehicle of commu- 
nication that is supposed to be supported by all alike. 
On the public highways, bult at the expense of all, no 
man and no society of men can be allowed tu arrogate 
to themselves peculiar rights and privileges. T'ho rich 
and the poor, the high and the low, the virttons and 
the vicious can all clarn equal rights so long and so far 
as they do not obstruct the highway and deprive oth-

From this letter it appears thero will be no joint 
discussion here unless the Christinns of Valley Falls 
will find another champion than Clark Braden, 

And now a few words only in regard to gue own 
responsibility ım this matter : pigs 

When Mr, Braden was here sometime ago and 
seemed to be so emphatically endorsed asa champion 
by all or nearly all the Christian sects of Valley Falls, 
and when on the evening of Sanday, Feb. 27, (as al-

Mr. Braden rejoined that if we would geta man that 
could show one tenth as much endorséwent as he 
could show he would debate the issues of Christianity 
and Secularism with hin, provided his opponent 
would afirm for Secularism or Infidelity tho proposi- 
tions that he would aflirm for Christianity—or words 
to that effect, 

Judging from the apparent enthusiasm with whieh

-~ At the closo of the lecture (or rather tirade of per- 
sonal abuse) delivered by that champion of aggressive 
Christianity, Clark Braden, at the, Methodist church 
in Valley Falls on Sunday evening, February 27th, 
some account of which lecture has already been given 
in these columns, an incident occurred that perhaps

song “There’s aland that is fairer than day,” will 
just say to brother Harman that if he can produce or 
name an Infidel production set to musio that will at 
ml compare with this soul-inspiring Christian compo- 
sition I will agree to give up my profession as min- 
ister, which I should be very loth to do—for—

Yes, yes, Parson Biggs. We havein this frank con- 
fession of yours the key to your conduct in urging on 
the persecution against Edwin and Lillian. The office 
of parson rests mainly upon the support it reecives 
from woman, and autonomistic marriage means rebel- 
lion against the authority of the church in the sex-rela- 
tions of men aud women. With the denial of the 
authority of the church to say what is true morality 
in the conjugal relationthe supremacy—the''rule of 
the priest and pargon.oyer woman, and consequently 
over man also—would be at an end. 

Again, if we are rightly informed, this man Biggs 
hus been one of the chief instigators in the late prose- 
cution of Lucirre under the “Comstock postal laws. 
Freethought or Secularism preaches natural morality 
as against the supernatural or unnatural standards: of 
morality ag set up by the church. If natural stand- 
ards of morality wero once adopted there would be no 
longer need of the priest or parson as an expounder 
of what is true and pure in ethics or morals. Hence 
Parson Biggs knows full well that his occupation, like 
Othello’s, would be gone if the docfrines taughé in 
Luetwen should triumph. The old slave-holders in 
the south were not more fearful of the spread of nbol- 
itionism than is the average parson fearful of the 
spread of Freethought, and for a very similar reason, 

For a man of medium talent the ‘office of parson is 
what may be called a decidedly “soft” position, What 
with books of sermons and the discourses of lending 
clergymen printed in the daily papers, it is by no 
means u difficult task to get up one or two average 
sermons per week, Then with all the perquisites, not 
the least of which are marriage fees, the parson is per- 
haps better paid than any other member of 
modern society. But little wonder then that Parson 
Biggs would “magnify his office,’ when his office

of the Polico Gazette? 


The simple truth is that from the nature of the case, 
itself there can be no standard as to what is demoral- 
izing, vicious or obscene iu literature or art. The line 
cannot be drawn upon words alone, for words, like all 
things else, ave tho legitimate product of evolutionary 
growth, and are equally good and clean in themselves 
considered, In art we cannot draw the line so as to 
exclude any part of the human body, for this would 
be ta exclude nature, and the glory of art is that it is 
true to naturo. . 

Naturo means all that there is—it includes bodies, 
acts, words, pictures, images, thoughts—all that ever 
was or ever can be. It is the use to which nature is 
put that determines its morality and immorality and 
the only legitimate function of lawmakers and lawe 
executors is to mrko and executa laws against crimes 
and criminals, not against the moral or immoral hab- 
its of individual persons, which habits may or may 
notlead to the commission of crime,

In saying this, I am 
not forgetting that the principles of 
Social Self-Government restrict the 
crimo-punishing function to the local 
authorilies, but tho Constitution does 
not contemplate, aud right and justice 
forbid, that any judge shall sit ne 
an authoritative umpire upon theliterary 
merils or tho style of books and papers. 
Judges aro not censors, they are not 
literary experts, either under the Consti- 
tution or by virtue of the principles of 
relf-government. And I wall add, in 
passing, that very few of them are quali- 
fied by their training for such work. 
They aro usually spocialists, first, last 
and alwaye. 

Tho Truth Seeker argues somewhat at 
length in support of its views rogarding 
Stato statutes of this class, confining 
itself chicfly to what it regards as tho 
practical adyantages to bo derived from 
exclusivo state and city jurisdiction. 
Fora man who froquently reasons so 
fairly and logically, Me.

But counsel claims that Bdwin Walker 
aud Lillian Harman shauld not be im- 
prisoned on acconnt of thoir non-obsery- 
ance of the statutory provisions regard- 
ing marriage, upon the ground 
that tho statute is an interferonco with 
their conscience, anid therefore nucon- 
stitulional, Sec. 7, bill of rights.
